WASHINGTON, Aug. 19 (AP).— 
Employment in the executive 
branch of Government reached 
2,207,754 at the end of June, an 
increase of 140,881 during the 
month, the Civil Service Commis- 
sion reported today. 

The War Department added 81,- 
444 civilian employes, bringing its 
total to 824,698. The Navy added 
33,811 workers, making is staff to- 
tal 449,826. 

Other large increases during the 
month were 4387 new employes in 
the Office of Price Administration 
and 2886 in the War Production 
Board. 

Federal civil jobs increased 837,- 
644, or 61.4 per cent, in the fiscal 
year endéd June 30, The June pay- 
roll was $353,364,409. :

ENEMY TORPEDOES EXPLODE 


ON DUTCH WEST INDIES BEACH 


Allied Forces Drop Depth Charges 
in Suspected Areas Off 
Willemstad. 


WILLEMSTAD, Curacao, Neth- 
erlands West Indies, Aug. 19 (AP). 
— Allied Navy and Army forces 
started search for enemy subma- 
rines off the south coast of Cur- 
acao today after two torpedoes ex- 
ploded on the beach. 

An official announcement said: 

“Late yesterday afternoon expo- 
sions were felt throughout the City 
of Willemstad and persons on the 
south shore of Curacao saw water 
geysers thrown into the air at 
spots where two enemy torpedoes 
struck the beach. Appropriate ac- 
tion was taken immediately by 
naval and military authorities, and 
within a few minutes depth 
charges had been dropped in the 
suspected areas.” 

Curacao, oil refining center, is 
garrisoned by United States forces 
in co-operation with the Dutch.

President Acts After 
WLB Urges Step Be- 
cause Firm Refuses to 
Comply With Its Ruling 


on Union Security. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 19 (AP).— 
Robert P. Patterson, Acting Sec- 
retary of War on orders from Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, today directed 
Maj. Ralph F. Gow of the Boston 
Ordnance District to take posses- 
sion of the plant of the S. A. Woods 
Machine* Co. in South Boston, 
Mass., and operate it for the War 
Department. 

In a statement explaining the 
action, Patterson said failure of 
the company’s officers to obey a 
War Labor Board order in a dis- 
pute with the company’s employes 
“has created a serious threat to the 
production of vital war material 
which it manufactures.” 

“No company and no labor organ- 
ization can be permitted to defy 
the mandate of this impartial tri- 
bunal,” Patterson. asserted.

‘This still is a triple-header: op- 
eration of major magnitude, in- 
volving land, sea and air forces, 
but-every indication in the absence 
of official facts and figures points 
to accumulating successes. 

For one thing, the Japanese ra- 
dio hag begun changing its story 
‘on the battle and the only refer- 
ence to it in the latest Tokyo 
broadcasts was a commentator’s 
warning that the United States 
onslaught might lead to further 
attacks on Japanese-held territory 
“or even on Japan herself.” 

A report to Auckland from a 
New Zealand correspondent some- 
where in the South Pacific said 
the United States had won “suffi-

This fact, which can be definite- 
ly established here, is of special in- 
terest in the light of what hap- 
pened at Dieppe on the French 
coast today. That may or may not 
be the start of a second front; 
comment here is extremely cau- 
tious. 

But if the Russians have a voice 
in determining where that front is 
to be, then it will be at a point that 
is within reasonable striking range 
of German frontiers. The Rus- 
sians have repeatedly warned that 
a second front in French Morocco 
—and that area has been named in 
rumors current here—or Norway 
would be of no avail. 

Reds Speak Bluntly. 

According to accoupts reaching 
Washington, Churchill heard from 
Stalin and his Russian hosts the 
same frank talk that has marked 
all Soviet discussion of the course 
of the war. In talks with officials 
in Washington and London, Soviet 
representatives have never tried to 
minimize the gravity of Russia's 
military position. 

On the contrary, they have 
spoken with almost undiplomatic 
bluntness of the need for action on 
the part of Britain and the United 
States. They have warned repeat- 
edly that unless some diversion 
could draw off German strength, 
Russia would lose resources that 
could not be replaced.

LONDON, Aug. 19 (AP).— 
Allied Commandos — including 
United States troops and sup- 
ported by tanks — stormed 
through the German defenses 
of Dieppe on the shores of 
Northern France today in the 
first major attack on the con- 
tinent by American, Canadian, 
British and the Fighting 
French, and re-embarked this 
evening after nine hours of 
fierce fighting. 

Losses on both sides prob- 
ably were heavy, a communi- 
que said tonight, but the at- 
tacking forces destroyed Ger- 
man shore artillery and anti- 
aircraft batteries, a radio loca- 
tion station and an ammunition 
dump, among other objectives. 
. Eighty-two German planes 
were destroyed and more than 
100 probably destroyed or dam- 
aged as approximately 1000 
Allied planes, forming prob- 
ably the greatest protective 
aerial canopy ever used, fought 
off the German air force. A 
total of 95 Allied planes were 
lost. , 

Some Allied tanks, landed 
for the first time from new 
British tank-landing vessels, 
were lost ashore ; others, appar-

The Allies were understood to 
have achieved all the principal ob- 
jectives of the assault with clock- 
like precision. 

Not An Invasion.

W. J. Vanderkloot Instructor at Airport and 
National Guard Flyer 3 Years Ago— 
Outstanding, Friends Recall. 


William J. Vanderkloot, the pilot 
of the B-24 Liberator that took 
Prime Minister Winston Churchill 
and W. Averell Harriman, Presi- 


dent Roosevelt’s personal repre- 
sentative, to Moscow, only three 
years ago was a St. Louis flying 
instructor and a member of the 
110th Observation Squadron, Mis- 
souri National Guard, at Lambert- 
St. Louis Field. 


The 28-year-old flyer, a member 
of the Royal Air Force Ferry Com- 
mand, who joked with the Prime 
Minister about being a “short 
snorter” at a time when a Messer- 
schmitt could have dropped out of 
a cloud bank and attacked them 
at any moment, is remembered by 
St. Louis pilots as an “outstanding 
aviator” and one of the first fly- 
ers here to qualify in instrument 
flying. 

Early in the war he was award- 
ed the Order of the British Empire 
for his work in installing radio 
rangcs in the North Atlantic for 
the Ferry Command. 

Vanderkloot, a tall, gangling, 
blond youth, came to Lambert 
Field in 1937 after completing a 
nine-month professional flight 
training. course at Parks Air Col- 
lege. His home was in Chicago, 
where his father was an executive 
of the Vanderkloot Stee] Corpora- 
tion. 

At the airport here he became an 
instructor at Brayton Flying Serv- 
ice, Inc, and later he was ad- 
vanced to chief instructor, 


A friend of the flyer, who. asked 
that his name not be used, recog- 
nized Vanderkloot’s picture in yes- 
terday’s Post-Dispatch and recalled 
the flying lessons he received from 
the instructor four years ago. 

“When I knew Bill,” the friend 
said, “he was a very exacting per- 
son, had to have everything just 
right. He was a cold-blooded navi- 
gator who appeared to be no more 
excited when flying an ice-coated 
plane through a storm than when 
he was eating a steak dinner in a

Maj. Ralph Page, commanding 
officer of the Army Air Force 
Servicing Station, which occupies 
the 110th Squadron’s hangar at the 
airport, said he was field manager 
when Vanderkloot was a Second 
Lieutenant in the squadron in 1937. 
“He was an outstanding pilot

Clyde Brayton, president of Bray- 
ton Flying Service, who was a 


close friend of Vanderkloot, said: 


the flyer had attended Culver Mili- 
tary Academy, where he was in 
charge of the Black Horse Troop, 
and later went to the University of 
Virginia for two years and then to 
the University of Alabama. At the 
latter school, Brayton related, Van- 
derkloot became boxing instructor. 


David Kratz, owner and operator 
of Kratz Field, St. Charles road, 
and one of the older pilots of Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field, was not sur- 
prised to learn that Vanderkloot 
had been chosen to pilot the Prime 
Minister and Harriman, because 
“he was one of the best pilots I 
ever knew here,” he said. “He 
lived, ate and slept aviation.” 

Described by his friends as mod- 
est and retiring, 
only manifestation of dare-deviltry 
while he was here, they said, was 
when he would take a ship up 
alone and do acrobatics. 

“Sometimes,” Maj. Page said, “he 
really wrung them out.” 


Vanderkloot left St. Louis in 
1939 to become a pilot for Trans- 
continental & Western Airways, 
Inc. A year later he joined the 
ferry command and at that time 
his home was in Montreal, Canada. 
Dispatches from England gave his 
home address as Sarasota, Fa. 

Vanderkloot’s co-pilot on the his- 
toric flight to Moscow was Jack 
Ruggles, 27, of San Francisco. 
Ruggles, in an interview with Le- 
land Stowe, correspondent of the 
Chicago Daily News and _ the 
Post-Dispatch, related the “short 
snorter” incident.

‘Bases His Belief on a Growing Lack of Rural 


Labor Because Farmers Can Not Paya 


—— 


Competing Wage. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 19 (AP),.— 
The United States and the other 
United Nations are headed for an 
acute food shortage, Chairman 
Hampton Fulmer (Dem.) South 
Carolina, of the House Agriculture 
committee said today, and nothing 
is being done about it. 

It will come about the end of 
1943, he added in an interview, 
and “the officials and bureaucrats 
handling the program now won't 
do anything about it until it 
smacks them right in the face.” 

Fulmer said he based his belief 
on a growing shortage of farm 
labor and what he considered an 
increasing tendency to disregard 
the problem of the farmer. 

Fulmer said that despite Govern- 
ment pleas for bumper crops to 
furnish food for the United Na- 
tions, the war food program is 
falling down because farmers can- 
not get the labor they need to 
raise big crops. 

He attributes this condition to 
the draft and the attractive pay 
offered by industry. 

The only solution he could see, 
he said, was to increase farmers’ 
income to permit the payment of 
wages that could compete with off- 
the farm pay. To this end, Fulmer 
said he planned to begin hearings 
soon on legislation to revise the 
parity formula. 

“It is obvious,” he asserted, “that 
the farmer is not getting a fair 
deal now. Farmers constitute about 
30 per cent of the population but 
their share,of the national income 
is about 12% per cent.” 

Upward revision of farm prices, 
Fulmer said, need not necesarily 
bring about higher prices to the 
public. 

“The’farmer is not getting the 
money the consumer pays for farm 
products,” he said. “Most of it goes 
into a costly and unnecessary mar- 
keting and distribution system.” 

Fulmer expressed the opinion 
that Leon Henderson and the Of- 


fice of Price Administration “are 
hell-bent and determined to de- 
stroy agriculture and the small in- 
dependent business concerns and 
their employes.” 

Asserting he was not optimistic 
about the chances of. revising the 
parity formula, he said: “It’s a 
whole lot like the rubber situation. 
A lot of people investigate it but 
nobody does anything about it 
until too late.” 

The War Production Board's 
food . requirements committee 
headed by Secretary of Agriculture 
Wickard, recommended yesterday 
Government allocation of meats to 
butcher shops and other retail out- 
lets to permit equitable distribu- 
tion of limited supplies. 

The plan, the committee reported 
to WPB, would tend to give every 
area a fair share and prevent some 
sections, such as those close to 
meat producing centers or with 
high price ceilings, from obtaining 
larger portions. 

The recommendation resulted 
from an unprecedented war de- 
mand for meats during a seasonal 
shortage that developed in several 
sections of the country, particularly 
the East. Some packers assert that 
the Government policy of maintain- 
ing ceilings on prices of meats and 
none on livestock has contributed 
to the shortage. They explain that 
several packing plants have been 
forced to close due to financial 
losses. This contention is disputed 
by the Department of Agriculture, 
which points to reports that mar- 
ketings of livestock have been at 
a record level for this time of year. 
The WPB Committee recommend- 
ed giving each distributing agency 
a certain percentage of the meat 
sold in a similar past period, 

The Office of Price Administra- 
tion was advised by the committee 
to devise a consumer rationing 
plan for use if the allocations 
system and some readjustments in 
existing ceilings on meat did not 
result in an equitable distribution. 


MAN ACCUSED OF SELLING 
GOODS MORTGAGED 10 FSA 


Lawrence E. Skelton, former 
Meta (Mo.) farmer, has been ar- 
rested by Federal authorities at 
Denver, Colo., on an indictment 
charging him with disposal of 
mortgaged property, it was an- 
nounced yesterday by the United 
States District Attorney’s office. 

Skelton, 36 years old, is charged 
with selling farm stock, machinery 
and personal property on which he 
had executed a chattel mortgage 
to the Farm Security Administra- 
tion for $1221. Federal agents said 
he received $262 in the sale of the 
mortgaged articles.

John Goss, Leader of 
Teamsters Ouster Move, 
Says Attackers Used 
Local’s Auto. 


John Goss, member of the Team- 
sters’ Union who circulated a pe- 
tition for the ouster of its officers 
after the two-day strike last month, 
was beaten yesterday by three 
men who left him lying in the 
street and fled in an automobile 
owned by Local 600 of the union. 

Goss, a driver for the Columbia 
Terminals Co., told police the au- 
tomobile overtook him yesterday 
afternoon as he stopped his truck 
at the Burlington freight depot, 
107 Franklin avenue. 

One of the men, whom he recog- 
nized as someone often at head- 
quarters of the union although he 
did not know his name, called out,

Goss stepped down from the cab 
of his truck, and the three men 
got out of their automobile. The 
driver struck Goss with his fist, 
and the other two beat him over 
the head with blackjacks. 

Running back to their automo- 
bile, a green Buick sedan, the men 
drove north. Goss took the license 
number, 15,823. Police found it 
had been issued to Local 600 of 
the Teamsters’ and Chauffeurs’ 
Union, 4111 Forest Park avenue. 

Police took Gross to City Hospi- 
tal, where he was treated for scalp 
lacerations and cuts and bruises 
on the face. 

He told police he believed the as- 
sault wag in retaliation for his as- 
sociation with the petition seeking 
ouster of the union’s officers. The 
petition, he said, had been present- 
ed to the War Labor Board.

A possible modification of the 
Beardsley Ruml “Pay-As-You-Go” 
plan for collecting Federal} income 
taxes was suggested by Treasury 
officials to a Senate finance sub- 
committee oday. 

Instead of canceling by bookkeep- 
ing procedure all 1942. income 
taxes due next year, and allowing 
taxpayers to begin 1943 on a cur- 
rent. paying basis, Treasury of- 
ficials suggested that the subcom- 
mittee study an alternate scheme 
under which the normal tax and 


‘ithe first bracket of the surtax on 


1942 income would be canceled with 
any balance of surtaxes to be paid 
over a two or three-year period. 

Randolph Paul, general counsel 
for the Treasury Department, and 
his assistants estimated that the 
1942 tax liabilities of “an over- 
whelming majority”—80 or 90 per 
cent—of the taxpayers would be 
wiped out entirely, and that larger 
taxpayers would get some relief. 
The officials said that about 
$2,400,000,000 of probably five bil- 
lion dollars of individual income 
tax liabilities for 1942 would be 
canceled under the , modification 
they discussed. The remaining $2,- 
600,000,000 in higher-bracket sur- 
taxes could be recovered over a 
two or three-year period, they 
said. , 

All 1942 income tax liabilities 
would be canceled for taxpayers 
with $2000 or less of surtax net 
income after exemptions, they ex- 
plained, and larger taxpayers 
would benefit by the cancellation 
of normal tax and the first bracket 
surtax on their taxable income, 

Specific Cases. 

Citing specific cases under the 
proposed alternate plan, they said 
no 1942 tax would be collected 
from a single man with $2750 total 
net income or from a childless 
married man making $3500’ or from 
a man with wife and dependent 
who earned $3900 or less.

“With maximum earnings limit- 
ed thus drastically, average earn- 
ings would fall below 1 per cent, 
and no industry can survive such 
an average rate of earnings.”

Previously the Admiralty had an- 
nounced the sinking of the aircraft 
carrier Eagle and the cruiser Man- 
chester. The four ships were the 
total warship losses for the British 
in the extensive convoy movement 
to supply and reinforce Malta, the 
Admiralty said. 

The communique said the Ad- 


| miralty would not divulge the num- 


ber of ships in the convoy or the 
number of ships which arrived at 
Malta because “the extent of re- 
inforcement which has been re- 
ceived by the fortress of Malta is 
obviously information of consider- 
able importance to the enemy.” 

The Cairo, completed in 1919, was 
an old 4200-ton cruiser which was 
rearmed in 1939 for anti-aircraft 
duty. It carried a normal com- 
plement of 400 men. : | 

The Foresight, completed in 1935, 
was a 1850-ton destroyer. capable 
of better than 36 knots. 

The Admiralty said it was natu- 
ral that in such a hazardous op- 
eration “some losses were suffered 
in the convoy.”

Battle in Streets, 

Fighting was. reported fn the 
streets of one town and at the out- 
skirts of another. In one seetor 
southwest of Voronezh the Rus- 
sians said they fell back, but the 
withdrawal was described as slight. 

Earlier reports had indicated a 
resurgence, of Nazi effort along both 
arms of the pincers groping to- 
ward Stalingrad and the Volga. 

Already wedged into Russian po- 
sitions in one sector of the Don 
bend, the Germans massed large 
formations to strike elsewhere 
southeast of Kletskaya and forced 
a Russian unit to retreat, the infor- 
mation bureau said. 

“After a sanguinary battle dur- 
ing which our troops destroyed 10 
German tanks and about 800 Hit- 
lerites, our troops retired to new 
defensive positions,” it added. 

Change to Offensive, 

Coupled with the announcement 
of these developments less than 
80 miles northwest of Stalingrad 
was a statement that German and 
Rumanian forces—reported yester- 
day to have been driven back sev- 
eral miles in an action above Ko- 
telnikovski, itself 95 miles south- 
west of Stalingrad—again “went 
over to the offensive.”

Profits With Reich. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 19 (AP).— 
Werner von Clemm, 44-year-old 
former German Army officer, was 


eonvicted late yesterday of violat- 
ing a presidential order freezing 
assets of Belgium and Holland 
through a conspiracy to import 
Nazi-seized diamonds from those 
two nations. 

The Government charged that 
Von Clemm conspired with the 
German high command to split 
the profit of the sale of diamonds 
and that Nazi officials intended 
to use the American dollars in the 
furtherance of propaganda in the 
United States. , 

A United States District Court 
jury, which deliberated 90 min- 
utes, also convicted the Pioneer 
Import Corporation, of which Von 
Clemm is president. 

Von Clemm, a diamond broker 
socially prominent on Long Island, 
is a naturalized citizen. He is a 
cousin of the wife of Joachim von 
Ribbentrop, German Foreign Min- 
ister. 

Conviction carries a possible 
maximum sentence of two years 
in prison and a fine of $10,000, The 
corporation faces a possible $10,- 
000 fine. 

Indicted with Von Clemm but 
fugitives from the court in Ger- 
many are Carl von Clemm, the 
convicted man’s twin brother; Er- 
nest Cremer, manager of the Ger- 
man diamond control office, and 
Carlos Hoepfner, European vice- 
president of the company. 

The Government charged that 
arrangements for the importation 
of the diamonds were made 
through the use of an elaborate 
code and that Von Clemm made 
false statements to customs agents 
that the diamonds were of Ger- 
man origin and thus could be ad- 
mitted to the country. 

When Von Clemm was arrested, 
Treasury agents confiscated $400,- 
#2000 worth of precious stones. 
| In his summation, United States 
Attorney Mathias Correa outlined 
the conspiracy and said “I grant 
that is not espionage. This is a 
different kind of warfare—eco- 
nomic warfare. The proof here is 
that Von Ciemm acted with and 
for. the German Government 
against our country.” 

Von Clemm’s counsel, Harold H. 
Corbin, declared in summation 
that Von Clemm was “an abso- 
lutely 100 per cent American.” 

Von Clemm testified that “I cer- 
tainly had only one thought, and 
that was to develop a legitimate 
business. It never occurred to me 
that the freezing order had any- 
thing to do with our business.”

wage adjustments up to 5 cents an 
hour for Western Electric Co. em- 
ployes in the Kearny (N. J.) area

The request of the Western Elec- 
tric Employes’ Associaticn, Inc.., 


for a general wage increase of 10 


cents an hour for the 21,000 em- 
ployes was refused on grounds it 
was not due the union under terms 
of the agreement which expired 
May 381 and “would be contrary, 
moreover, to the national program 
for wage stabilization.” 

The board directed that the em- 
ployes receiving less than the 
standard rate in the lowest three 
occupational wage groups would 
receive increases of 5 cents an 
hour, the next three groups to re- 
ceive 4 cents an hour, and the next 
four groups to receive 8 cents an 
hour, but none of these increases 
was to bring the individual's rate 
above the occupational grade rates. 

The increases were ordered ef- 
fective as of June.1 “in recognition 
of the company’s obligations under 
the wage progression plan” which 
was discontinued by the company 
as of that date. Salaried employes 
receiving less than the average 
wage for their occupations, or be- 
low 135 per cent of the minimum 
rate for their occupations, were 
granted increases proportionate to 
those allowed for day rate and 
piece rate employes. 


CHICAGO TRIBUNE EDITOR 
CONFERS WITH PROSECUTOR 


CHICAGO, Aug. 19 (AP). — J.

Biggest U. S. Force So 
Far Arrives as Gen. 
Alexander Takes Over 
From Auchinleck. 


CAIRO, Aug. 19 (AP).—A fare- 
well message to the British Eighth | 
Army from Gen. Sir Claude Auch- 
inleck disclosed today that in the 
last two months in Egypt Marshal 
Erwin Rommel had lost 10,000 of 
his Axis troops in prisoners alone. 

“In the last two months,” the re- 
tiring Middle East commander 
told his forces, “you have stopped 
the enemy and forced him on the 
defensive.” 

The Egyptian battlefront re 
mained quiet today as Gen. Sir 
Harold Alexander took up his new 
job as Britain’s Middle East com- 
mander and as newly arrived Unit- 
ed States troops bolstered the Al- 
lied reserves for the next phase of 
the fight. 

The first British communique. 
since the announcement that Alex- 
ander had succeeded Gen. Sir 
Claude Auchinleck reported only 
“little air*activity” yesterday and 
minor patrol actions Monday night. 

(Reuters news agency reported 
in a Cairo dispatch that the new 
American force was the “biggest 
contingent so far.”) 

The London War Office did not 
mention the new assignment for 
Auchinleck, who was commander 
when the big Axis offensive forced 
the Allied armies out of Libya 
and for a time menaced Alexan- 
dria. Auchinleck had commanded 
in the Middle East Since July 2, 
1941, when he succeeded Gen. Sir 
Archiibald P. Wavell, who was as- | 
signed to India. Last July 25, af- 
ter the Axis seized Toobruk and 
continued to advance he person- 
ally took over from Gen. Ritchie. 

Gen. Alexander, who commanded 
British ‘forces in Burma, is known 
also as the “last man out of Dun- 
kerque.”

ship. The British say India is too dis- 
united to provide leadership. Perhaps, 
with the gift of freedom, their desire to 
prove worthy of it might have united 
them with her in good will. ° 

The Mahatma’s statement that he 
‘would try to negotiate with Japan has 
been heralded as treachery to the Allies. 
Such a misconception shows ignorance 
of the technique of non-violent action, 
the first step of which is to endeavor 
to come to terms with the enemy. It 
might be a good way. Experience has 
proved that hurling insults and firing 
shots result in crises which lead to war. 

In the present struggle in India, vio- 
lence has broken out. Whether it is 
perpetrated by Gandhi’s followers or by 
those outside his party is difficult to 
ascertain. Probably some of Gandhi's 
disciples, like Peter, have denied their 
master. But there are many others 
who, by their actions, have proved that 
war without violence, though terribly 
difficult, is possible of achievement. 
Those people are offering a substitute 
for violent war with its aftermath of 
hate and. fear and revenge, 

From the supposedly practical view 
of the present: world, Gandhi is the fool 
of today, but Christ was the fool of yes- 
terday. History has a way of repeating 
itself. The fool of today might be the 
wise man of tomorrow.

Plight of the Postal Sub. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

AM a sub clerk employed at the St. 

Louis Postoffice. There are about 140 
temporary clerks employed here who get 
eight hours’ time every day, while the 
subs, who took the civil service exami- 
nation, are lucky to get six or seven 
hours of work a day. Some days we 
“swing” from two to four hours—mean- 
ing we are off the clock until w: are 
called back to work, 

There have been no appointments 
since last March, and we are all dis- 
gusted for we still get a 65-cent-an-hour 
salary. In addition to this, regulars are 
working on Saturdays which cuts 

the subs’ time.

Every time an average food

farms is lost. : 

Saving these ships as they ply between the United 
States, Britain and South America is a more dif- 
ficult task than escorting them up and down our 
Atlantic coast. The convoy system will be extended 
as soon as we get the ships and men. It was started 
in July on a limited scale in the Caribbean, and, as 
Baldwin says, “is already showing results, though 
there, in the Gulf, off Northern South America, in 
mid-Atlantic and in other areas of the world, sink- 
ings are still dangerously high.” Trained men, 
blimps, planes and ships of the necessary type, are 
still woefully short. ; 

But those we do have are doing a good job within 
their territory, and it is heartily encouraging to 
know that the United States Navy is working up a 
sufficient head of steam to carry it through one of 
its toughest problems. It began the war under ter- 
rible handicaps, not the least of which was Secre- 
tary Knox, whose magazine article on how well pre- 
pared the Navy was, hit the news stands just before 
the Japs hit Pearl Harbor. His silly predictions of 
quick victory over the U-boat must have been more 
distressing to real sailors than they were to the 
people at home. On the Atlantic Coast as well as 
at.Pearl Harbor we were asleep. 

Adequate for only one ocean, the Navy had to 
spread over the seven seas. It was sadly unpre- 
pared for this U-boat menace. Both Britain and 
the United States underrated the submarine as a 
result of Germany’s failure to win with it in World 
War I. No one in high authority, save the smart 
German Admirals, envisioned such an underwater 
attack as that which has been going on off the 
Atlantic coast since January. They saw to it, in the 
20 years following the Treaty of Versailles, that the 
U-boat developed as rapidly as did the automobile 
in the democracies. They equipped it with smaller 
and far more efficient engines that enable it to 
cruise farther and—most important in this day of 
the plane—to dive more quickly. They gave it 
underwater intercommunication. They designed a 
periscope that leaves little telltale “feather” and a 
shell and structure that allow the submarine to go 
deeper and better withstand depth charges and 
cannon projectiles. The torpedo it uses is more 
powerful, leaves hardly any path, explodes on con- 
tact or magnetically, and can be aimed and fired 
by means of sound apparatus picking up the target’s 
propeller noise, thus eliminating use of the peri- 
scope in dangerous cases. Remembering that 5 per 
cent of the officers accounted for 40 per cent of 
tonnage sunk in World War I, Hitler picked his best 
men to lead “wolf packs” and practically did away 
with the solitary submarine. That got results. 

The Atlantic coast was good hunting ground. 
U-boats could lie in wait in the mud of the banks 
that gradually slope off to great depths. At night, 
safe from aerial observation, they could pick off 
ships outlined against city lights. Mines, the U-boats’ 
deadliest enemy in the last war, could not hem the 
U-boats in over here ag they did off England. 

Hitler and his Admirals are always ready to 
trade one U-boat for one big cargo ship or a couple 
of smaller fry. They are turning U-boats out in 
mass production and will continue to do so unless 
their shipyards are bombed to destruction. 

From the very beginning, he and his Admirals 
have shown more military imagination than did we 
or the British. Their U-boats have a long head start 
and, barring the unexpected, we have a hard course 
to steer before we run them down.

While: these vessels were not the first Brazilian 
victims of submarines, the rapid succession of the 
latest sinkings and the fact that one of the ships 
carried an undisclosed number of troops have deeply 
stirred popular feeling in Rio de Janeiro and else- 
where in the country. , 

There have been anti-German demonstrations in 
the streets and strongly bellicose editorials in the 
newspapers, President Vargas has denounced the 


sinkings as’ “acts of piracy.” The Government) 


stopped the departure of two diplomatic exchange 
liners. It has also promised that the U-boat at- 
tacks on Brazilian lives and property will not go 
unpunished. 

Whether this largest country in South America 
will take a more active part in the fight against 
Hitler than it did in the first World War is still a 
question. However, it surely will intensify p nt 
efforts against Nazi agents, especially those now 
under the pseudo-protection of Spain. Further, the 
Brazilian example should have a marked effect in 
the other Latin-American countries. 

On the more material side, a declaration of war 
might well mean a greater effort to supply us with 
raw materials and to co-operate in such activities as 
ferrying bombers across the South Atlantic. 

Considering thé Germans’ efforts to spread their 
influence in South America, they have dealt a very 
stupid blow to their own hopes.

From all sides come those constant and insistent 
demands for dust-and-debris-defying archeological 
expeditions through attic and basement in search 
of scrap metal.

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VICTORY IN THE SOLOMONS. 

After days of guarded statements on the prolonged 
land-sea-air battle in the Solomon Islands, the Navy 
at last announces definitely that the initial stage 
of the first Allied offensive in the Pacific area has 
ended with victory for our forces. American ma- 
rines have succeeded in the immensely difficult job 
of capturing shore positions on several of the 
islands, Jap naval forces have withdrawn after one 
encounter. with the Allied fleet and enemy air at- 
tacks were repelled with minor losses. 

It is too early to give more than one quick cheer, 
for the battle is continuing and growing, while the 
details of Allied losses are still withheld for. tactical 
reasons. Nevertheless, a sense of pride is justifiable 
in this showing of sufficient power to seize the 
offensive and hold it at a point so remote from 
American bases. If the occupied ground can be kept, 
a major threat to Australia and to our shipping 
routes is eliminated. The global aspect of the war 
may be influenced, also, if this bold stroke delays 
the Japs’ expected attack on Russia’s Siberian flank. 

America faces one of the gravest tasks in military 
history in moving men, ships and planes across the 
Pacific to meet a strongly intrenched enemy.

America didn’t have 10 years. Only six 
years after those words were spoken, Japan 
was at our throats.

It is easy to say from the perspective of 
hindsight that Billy Mitchell was a great 
American and that our country might have 
been infinitely stronger today if it had lis- 
tened to him. Admittedly, it wasn’t:so easy 
to conclude, in 1935, that here was an 
authentic prophet whom Americans ought 
to heed—and follow. 

But the tragic career of Gen. Mitchell 
(who was court-martialed in 1925 for criti- 
cising his superiors’ neglect of aviation, 
was suspended from the service and then 
resigned and died in 1936) should serve 
to make all of us, now in the midst of war, 
a little less positive in our prejudices, a 
little more willing to listen to those who 
advance new ideas. —

Doing ‘Heavy Work Satisfactorily, Lumber 
Men Say—In 75 Pct. of Jobs in Precision 
Parts Finishing.

KLAMATH FALLS, Ore. Aug. 
19—Wherever the man power sup- 
ply is inadequate, the women of 
the Pacific Northwest are stepping 
in,’ They are working in the log- 
ging camps of Oregon and in the 
saw mills of Washington. In the 
shipyards on the Columbia and 
Willamette rivers.they are scaling 
the scaffolding of the building 
ways, welding the seams of the 
emergency cargo ships. In facto- 
ries they are making parts for ma- 
chine gun tripods, bomb fuses, air- 
craft machine-gun mounts and ma- 
rine engines, 


Side by side with the lumber-/. 


jacks, women are working as 
“whistle punks” or signal trans- 
mitters on logging trains. They 
are doing the hard and unroman- 
tic chores of the camp cookhouses. 
They are taking over the jobs that 
men once held as timekeepers and 
bunkhouse stove tenders, 

In the great mill of Weyerhauser 
Lumber Co, at Longview, Wash., 
185 women are now employed in 
capacities that range from yard 
locomotive driver-to trimming ma- 
chine operator. 

11 Different Mill Jobs. 


“Women started out pulling 
weeds out of the lumber yards,” 
said Roderick Olzendam of the 
Weyerhauser company, “but they 
are rapidly moving into man-sized 
jobs. Some of the jobs require 
actual brawn, but the women seem 
able to take it. We've got them 
doing 11 different operations in 
the mill—tallying lumber, tieing 
siding, sorting on-chains, stacking 
end-matched lumber, pasting la- 
bels on the ends of lumber, op- 
erating trimming machines, run- 
ning locomotives, painting lumber 
ends in the framing department, 
straightening lumber on chains, 
pulling lumber on rip chains and 
feeding molders and end matchers. 
We couldn’t continue operation 
without women.” 

In the roar of the mill where 
the Douglas fir and Sitka spruces 
are sawed into beams and planks; 
these sturdy women work beside 
brawny men, There is no indica- 
tion of strain on their stolid faces. 

“But don’t mistake the fact that 
it is hard work,” mill executives 
point out. “These girls come to 
work fresh and clean and go home 
looking as though they'd spent 10 
days in a fox hole on Bataan.” 

Encouraged by the experience of 
the Weyerhauser mill, St. Paul & 
Tacoma Lumber Co, will within 30 
days begin employment of women 
in its Tacoma mill. 

“We're at a labor crossroads,” 
said H. J. Meyers, plant superin- 
tendent of St. Paul & Tacoma. 
“We had one shutdown last Satur- 
day. We've been in this business 
31 years and I guess I’ve taken 
about everything, so I guess I can 


take women. It’s hard, rough work, 
but we've got to do something. 
The Government is using lumber 
faster than we can turn it out.” 
Precision Parts. 

Not as rough as work in a saw- 
mill but just as vital is the work 
being done by women in the Port- 
land plant of Iron Fireman Manu- 
facturing Co., which has converted 
its automatic stoker factory to the 
production of more than 700 war 
items, — 

Four months ago the Iron Fire- 
man Co., with big war contracts 
and an alarming labor shortage, 
began hiring women. Today they 
make up 35 per: cent of the entire 
factory personnel and positions are 
now open and begging for 100 more 
women who can operate the pre- 
cision machines that turn out parts 
for such intricate assemblies as 
gun turrets and compass acces- 
sories, 

“All we ask: for is intelligence,” 
said T. H. Banfield, president of 
Iron Fireman. “Give us women 
with intelligence and we will de- 
velop the ability. It came to us 
as something of a surprise perhaps, 
but we have discovered that what 
women lack in ability they make 
up in interest. Our experience 
with women has been more than 
satisfactory.” 

At the Iron Fireman plant, where 
hundreds of parts are made for the 
Boeing Flying Fortresses, there are 
only two departments into which 
women have not penetrated, the 
heat treating and,trucking depart- 
ments. In the inspection depart- 
ment, more than 50 per cent of the 
employes are women. 

“Vital but Tedious.” 

“In the hand work departments, 
where the parts are burned, 
cleaned gnd smoothed after they 
have been machined, the jobs seem 
to be ideal for women,” H. C. Car- 
ter, superintendent of plant con- 
struction, told reporters, “The 
works is vital, but it’s tedious. We 
had difficulty getting men to stay 
on these jobs, but the women seem 
to take pride in the work.” Sev- 
enty-five per cent of the workers in 
these departments are women. On 
emery wheels women put finishing 
touches to compass accessories that 
will eventually go to ships, planes 
and tanks. They smooth the rough 
edges from bomb racks and burn 


out the tubes needed for landing 


gears. They grind yokes and 
shafts. In the gauge department, 
they handle the master gauges and 
check them in and out to the hun- 
dreds of workers. Women oper- 
ate turret lathes that blank out 
shafts and work on the milling ma- 
chines that surface parts. The 
drill press department is now ex- 
clusively woman’s, domain. 

“The work is here,” said Carter. 
“All we want is enough women to 
turn it out, We'll do the training. 
We have 200 skilled mechanics 
throughout the plant. Give us new 
employes and these mechanics will 
teach them what’s to be done.”

year a new army of youngsters 
appears to enter school. So I feel 
‘it my duty to repeat the advice 
every year. 

The greatest dangers to youth 
are the contagious diseases. Chil- 
dren have not developed their im- 
munities yet and any germ may 
lay them’ low. When a person has 
lived as long as I have in this 
vale of germs, he has been.exposed 
to ‘nearly everything in the way of 
bacterial life and has developed 
protections. I could go into any 
epidemic with a good chance of 
coming out unscathed. I haven’t 
even had a cold for ten years. 

But not so the beginning citizen, 
New-born babies have a passive 
immunity to most contagions 
which they get from their moth- 
ers. But this wears out at the end 
of six or eight months, These new- 
born babies are not exposed to 
much cross infection. Their milk 
supply is, or should be, uninfected. 

At about six months, as I said, 
the passive immunity begins to 
wear off and the individual has to 


. develop active immunity from his 
own cells. He either does this or |

TO SHOW HOW natural im- 
munity grows year by year: in the 
days when diphtheria vaccination 
was not yet done on a large scale, 
groups of school and preschool 
children were examined by the 
Schick test to determine their im- 
munity to diphtheria. This is the 
way the age groups were reported: 

Age 1 year—60 per cent of all 
individuals susceptible to diphthe- 
ria and showed no immunity. 

Age 5 years—40 per cent of all 
individuals susceptible to diphthe- 
ria and showed no immunity. 

Age 10 years—30 per cent of all 
individuals susceptible to diphthe- 
ria and showed no immunity. 

Age 15 years—12 per cent of all 
individuals susceptible to diphthe- 
ria and showed no immunity, 

Age 30 years—In city dwellers 5 
to 10 per cent susceptible; in rural 
districts as high as 4 per cent 
susceptible, 

This increasing immunity is ac- 
quired either by having the disease 
or by contacts with carriers—play- 
mates, parents, companions — 80 
that you engulf a few germs from 
time to time and kill them off, 
thus conditioning your cells to 
produce antitoxin. Notice how 
much less protection rural dwellers 
get: they live where there are few 
contacts, few carriers,

I. S.: I saw in the paper some 
thing abeut Bulgarian belladonna 
root in the treatment. of Parkin- 
son’s disease. Where do I get it, 
and how much do I take? 

Answer: Parkinson’s disease, or 
the tremor known as paralysis agi- 
tans, has been treated by bella- 
donna for many years. In 1927 a 
Bulgarian botanist claimed the 
Bulgarian belladonna root was bet- 
ter than any other and reported a 
number of cases which obtained 
astonishing relief. Since then it 
has been shown that the American 
root is just as good if properly 
prepared, But you don’t get it, 
and you don’t decide how much 
you take, because it has many 
dangerous actions and should be 
given only under the direction of 
a physician, 

E. R. W.: Is it injurious for a 
person to take a teaspoonful of 
cascara every night? I find it the 
best thing I have ever tried. for 
elimination, 

Answer: I do not favor the reg- 
ular use of any cathartic, but cas- 
cara is probably the least harmful, 
However, instead of taking a fixed 
dose, such as a teaspoonful, meas- 
ure out the number of drops you 
need, Maybe a teaspoonful is too 
much, Cascara, since it is Nquid,

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Chaselidides of Mrs. Margaret Stroud, Bed-Ridden for 9 Years, Attracts Pilgrims to Her Door

MOUNT. CARMEL, IIL, Aug. 18. 
HERE’S a path, worn by pil 
grims' feet, that leads to a 
shrine on a shady street where 
@ patient woman lives. They come 
bearing offerings of cheer and 
comfort, but they carry away gifts 
of greater cheer and comfort than 
they bring, for the patient woman 
finds her happiness in giving more 
* she receives. ‘ 

or nine years Mrs, Margaret 
Lee Stroud has been a shut-in in- 
valid, bed-ridden with affliction, 
but upheld by a valant spirit. The 
time has not been long, she says, 
and she has not been lonesome be- 
cause of the thousands of visitors 
strangers when they came and 
friends when they went away, 
grateful for the lesson of patience 
that they have learned from her, 
better able to bear the troubles 
that are theirs, their lonesomeness 
gone. 

When Mrs. Stroud was stricken 
on an August day in 1933, it was a 
blow that hurt because she had 
been an active woman. Half of that 
very day she had worked at a 
clothing factory, battling with the 
strength of her spirit the ailment 
that was taking the strength of 
her body. The doctors who came 
Said there was nothing they could 
do for her unless she had complete 
rest for a long time. How long a 
time they didn’t say because they 
didn’t know. It. was just as well 
that they didn’t know, for nine 
years would have seemed a very 
long time to a woman who had 
yet to learn that there are ways 
to make the years seem shorter 
than they are, 


At first the days passed slowly 
and there was loneliness because 
the woman had not found the ways 
that she found later to speed the 
time and banish the loneliness. 


One of the things that helped 
was her deeply-felt religion to 
which she turned for consolation. 
For hours at a time she quested 
in the Scriptures for the comfort 
that she knew was there. She 
found it, particularly in the four- 
teenth chapter of Saint John—“Let 
not your heart be troubled. ... 
And I will pray the Father, and 
He shall give you another Comfort- 
er, that he may abide with you for 
ever....I will not leave you com- 
fortless: I will come to you. ... 
Peace I leave with you, my peace 
I give unto you: not as the world 
giveth, give I unto you. ... Let 
not your heart be troubled, neither 
let it be afraid.” And in the twen- 
tieth verse of the second chapter 
of Galatians she found a saying 
which she adopted as her favorite 
—“TI am crucified with Christ: nev- 
ertheless I live: yet not I, but 
Christ liveth in me: and the life 
which I now live in the flesh, I 
live by the faith of the Son of 
God, who loved me, and gave him- 
self for me.” 

Out of her reading came the 
thought that she; shut in and help- 
less, might be a help to other shut- 
ins and maybe even to many who, 
though unhampered, might not 
rightly prize the privileges that 
were theirs. From a religious pub- 
lication she obtained names and ad- 
dresses of other shut-ins and wrote 
to them, and through the same 
channel she made it known that 
she would like to have letters from

others who were afflicted and from 
anyone free from affliction, who 
might be moved to write to her. 

Letters came and she learned 
from them that there were others 
whose plight was worse than hers. 
That thought cheered her and 
stirred in her the wish to make 
their lot easier by sharing with 
them the cheer that had come to 
her. 

Friends and neighbors had been 
good to her from the first, coming 
to see her, giving her their sympa- 
thy, finding to their surprise that 
she was in no great need of sym- 
pathy, carrying away with them 
something that they hadn’t brought, 
something like a benediction, 

As time passed, strangers who 
had corresponded with her or had 
heard about her began coming to 
see her, first of the pilgrims who 
were to wear a path to her door. 
They went away and told of the pa- 
tience and cheeriness of the shut- 
in woman. Many others came 
eager to know one who, though 
her affliction was great, had no 
complaint to make. 


Finally, in 1937, because her call-. 


ers were 80 many, Mrs. Stroud de- 
cided to keep a register, the bet- 
ter to remember them. At the 
end of that- year there were 2452 
names and addresses in the book. 
That was a record that stood until 
last year. In 1988 there was a fall- 
ing off to 2378 and in 1939 a further 
decline to 2350, but in 1940 there 


HOME TOTALED 2785, 


was an increase to 2416. Last 
year there was a marked gain, 
with 2785 names and addresses en- 
tered in the register. So far this 
year more than 1200 visitors ‘have 
registered with a probability that 
because of tire conservation, there 
will be a falling off for the year.

One-half cup raw rice, one and 
one-fourth cups boiling water, 
three-fourths cup evaporated milk, 
three-eighths teaspoon salt, one- 
fourth cup.strained honey, one- 
fourth teaspoon finely grated 
orange rind. 

Wash rice through two or three 
cold waters, or until the last rinse 
water is clear. Put into top of 
double boiler, add water, milk and 
salt, cover, and cook about one 
hour, stirring about every 10 min- 
utes to keep rice from settling. At 
end of half an hour cooking, add 
the honey, and about five minutes 
before removing from heat, stir in 
the grated orange rind.

This bidding took place at several 
tables. 

At every table West opened the 
five of spades, and East’s king was 
taken by the ace. At two tables the 
declarers laid down the king of dia- 
monds, perhaps hoping to drop an 
honor, and then found that they 
had no further play for contract. 

At three tables the declarers led 
the low diamond and, when West 
ducked (incorrectly), put in dum- 
my’s eight spot. Two Easts, ob- 
viously working on the “a trick’s a 
trick” idea, won with their jack, 
and by so doing earned the declar- 
er’s undying gratitude. The spade 
return was taken by the queen, 
and the declarers laid down the 
diamond king. When West’s queen 
appeared, the overtake with dum- 
my’s ace clinched five diamond 
tricks, and the contract. 

At the other table, where the de- 
clarer attempted the stratagem of 
leading a low diamond to the eight, 
East was made of sterner stuff.: He 
realized that to part with the jack 
on the first diamond lead was to 
concedc the rest of the suit. Even 
if he were going to lose the jack 
by holding it up, he correctly rea- 
sioned that this would be better 
than to make no struggle against 
the establishment of the suit. But, 
actually, there was no chance of 
losing the jack. Declarer.could not 
possibly have started with the K-Q 
and a low diamond and selected 
that method of play. West was 
absolutely marked with either the 
king or the queen, and, in either 
case, the hold-up of the jack would 
be vital,
